BECOND DAY’S SESSION OF THE NA- 
TIONAL CONVENTION. 


William L. Wilson Permanent Chairman— 

- A Strong Address on the Duty of the 
Party—Senator Palmer Yields to the 
Demand of the Convention for a Speech 
—Gavel Presented tothe Chairman by 
Phelps of Missouri—No Contest on Cre- 
dentiale—Weaiting for the Committee on 
Platform—Those Stolen Tickets Ore- 
ate a Row Among the Missourians— 
Reoess Till 5 P. M. 


Curcaco, Ul., June 22.—The anti-Cleveland 
men had a desperate fight last night and 
this morniag inthe Committee on Rules to 
get in a strong position from which to 
assault the Cleveland columns, but 
were signally unsuccessful, the unit rule be- 
ing sustained in the full Commiutee on Rules 
this morning by a vote of 23tol50n the mo- 
tion to adopt the majority report of the sub- 
committee recommending its  abolish- 
ment. So decisive was the 
result that the Tammany leaders decided to 
abandon their purpose to contest the matter 


in the convention. 

This makes the nomination of Cleveland on 
the first ballot a certainty. The work of the 
convention from now on wili be merely a 
matter of routine, with the possible excep- 
tion of a contest over the vice-presidency. 


CONVENTION HALL, CurcaGco, Ill., June 22.— 
For the first time since the 
Democratic delegates arrived in .Chicago, 
sun shone out this morning 
from a cloudless sky. It promised a hot 
day in the wigwam, but even heat 
was to be preferred to the un- 
certainty of wind and rain in 
the Big shanty by the lake. More than one 
delecate bought an accident insurance ticket 
yesterday to provide for his family if the 
threatening wind should take the top off of 
the convention ball and scatter its walls 
along the lake front. More rain fell last night 
and even the brightness of the morning did 
not free the convention hall from the rheu- 
matic dampness which permeated it yester- 
day. It brightened the interior of the big 
bullding though and made it a much more 
cheerful place. 

The fact that many of the tickets to the hall 
bad not been presented yesterday had become 
generally known, and the proposition of Mr. 
Collier of Tennessee to admit uniformed 
clubs to the vacant places started a report 
that at the session to-day the hall might be 
thrown open tothe public. The crowd along 
Michigan avenue therefore began to assume 
large proportions even before the clumsy 
doors of the building were thrown open, and 
ati0o’clock there were thousands congre- 
gatedin the roadway and along the side- 
walks. The police with difficulty kept a 
passage clear for the holders of 
tickets. The uncertainty of their po- 
sition made the unelect curious, and 
the badge wearers, as they appeared, were 
stopped and questioned anxiously about the 
prospects ofadmission, There was a story 
in circulation that arrangements had been 
made with the Tammany leaders to admit 
the uniformed ‘‘braves’’ with or without 
tickets. Such stories invariably follow the 
distribution of tickets to a great gathering 
where the arbitrary disposition of all these 
favors is in the hands of a small body of men. 
The same story went out at Minneapolis. 
But the clique in the galleries there did not 
control the nomination and the leaders know 
that shouting is not going to chafige the re- 
suitin Obicago. There is the customary ill 
feeling, however, over the aséignment of 
tickets. 

When the convention hour approached it 
was evident that while the hall might not be 
filled the vacancies of yesterday would not 
be duplicated to-day. Yesterday the work of 
the convention was cutand dried. The only 
attraction was the oratory of a youthful tem- 

chairman who proved to be a little 
below the Kentucky standard.

At 11:15 not one-fifth of the delegates were 
in their seats, but there was a good deal of 
private ‘‘chin chinning’’ going on in the 
passageways. Gov. Francis of Missouri, 
though not a delegate, was earnestly talking 
with those who were. Permanent Chairman 
that is to be, William L. Wilson of West Vir- 
ginia, his intellectual face beaming with the 
pleasure of the anticipated fray, held quitea 
little infornfal levee. 

At 11:17 the New York: delegation, Gov. 
Flower and Chairman Murphy handinhand, 
and closely followed by ‘‘Boss’’ Croker and 
the rest ofthe New York delegation, made 
their way to the platform, and from that con- 
Spicuous point, where the galleries could 
plainly see them, filled back to their seats on 
the left of the main aisle, accompanied by 
cheers. Oleveland Manager Whitney came 
in soon afterward and joined the anti-snap- 
pers amid applause. 

In the long wait the band was the only 
source of relief for the impatient galleries 
and they played over again all the tunes that 
captured approval yesterday. Prices of 
good seats had dropped from $20 to $5, and at 
the latter figure nunibers of industrious curb- 
stone brokers offered them without takers. 


THE REAL WURK BEGINS. 


SECOND DAV’S SESSION OF THE CONVENTION 
AND ITS RESULTS. 

CONVENTION HALL, CHICAGO, June 22.—Pre- 
Cisely at11:30 Temporary Chairman Owens 
rapped the convention to order and called 
upon the Rev. Alfred Henry of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church of Chicago to offer 
prayer. The reverend gentleman asked that 
the convention be guided to choose a repre- 
sentative of modern progressive Democracy 
and prayed that the party might proceed to 
Victory, not for the spoils of office. 

Just as the prayer concluded the lowa 
phalanx entered the hall,the big blue banner 
with the picture of Horace Boles borne in 
front of them. There were cheers from all 
parts of the hall an«d the band very inappro- 
priately struck up‘‘Maryland, My Maryland.’’ 

When the music ceased the temporary 
Chairman brought his gavel downand an- 
nounced that the first business of the conven- 
tion would be the report of the Committee on 
Credentials. He asked if that committee was 
ready toreport. Before any one could reply 
Mr. Winston of Minnesota got the floor and 
in a brief speech moved that the courtesies of 
the platform be extentled to ex-Senators 
James R. Doolittie and Lyman Trumbull. The 
chair declared the motion carried without 
putting it, 

DELAYED BY CREDENTIALS. 

The Chairman again asked if the Commit- 
tee on Credentials were ready to report. 

Mr. Shaw of Maryland, from the extreme 
rear of the hal), replied that they were not. 

The Chair: ‘‘At what time can the com- 
mittee state that they will be ready?’’ 

Mr. Shaw: ‘‘Not before 2 o’clock.’’ 

This announcement was received 
subdued murmur of disappointment. 

The Chairman inquired what was the next 
pleasure of the convention, the committee 
not being ready to report. 

Mr. Delancey of Alaska got the floor, and 
presented a memorial which was referred to 
the Committee on Resolutions. 

Then Mr. Bronsor of Kentucky got the floor 
and moved that the Chair appoint a commit- 
tee of two to wait on the Committee on Cre- 
dentials and ask when they would be ready to 
report. The motion was agreed to, and Mr. 
Bronson of Kentucky and Mr. Pollard of 
Indiana were appointed. 

The Chair again asked the convention its 
pleasure. Just then some one inthe galleries 
caught sight of Senator Mills. of Texas and 
started a cry for him which was taken up on 
the floor and soon spread until the delegates 
were all on chairs and in the atlsies 
crying the distinguished Texan’s name. 
Tom Johnson of Ohio got on 
a chairand caughtthe Chairman’seye. He 
was recognized and moved that the Hon. R. 
Q. Mills be invited to address the convention. 
The motion was carried with enthusiasm, 
and Mr. Johnson and Mr. Goodman of Mis- 
souril were appointed a committee to escort 
the Senator tothe platform. The committee 
was slow infinding Mr. Mills, who had fied 
from the hall. 

During the intermission an Alabama dele- 
gate got the floor to offer a resolution which 
was referred. 

SENATOR PALMER’S APPEAL. 

Then there were cries for Carlisie and then 
for Palmer, and Mr. De Young of Michigan 
got on his chair an’ moved that Mr. Palmer 
be invited to address the convention. The 
motion was carried, and Mr. De Young and 
Mr. Jackson of lowa were appointed a com- 
mittee of escort. This committee was more 
successful than the other, and Mr. Palmer 
was brought before the convention ina few 
minutes. He was received with great ap- 
plause. 

The Senator first bDuttoning up his coat and 
then unbuttoning it as he warmed up, began, 
after a few preliminary remarks, to appeal 
for harmony. On this point he sald: 

1 think I havethe right tospeak to this 
assembly as one having experience and I 
come urging you—I need not urge you to 
patriotism, because that is instinctive in 
the Democratic heart—I come urging 
you to the adoption of ,every ex- 
pedient to secure harmony in our 
ranks, because there lies before us one of the 
most important political contests in which 
the Democratic party has been engaged fora 
quarter of a century. The great work of 
restoring constitutional liberty devolved 
upon the Democratic party. They would 
not let personal interests divide 
them. There should be no stalkers inthe 
camp. The men presented to them were all 
patrioticmen. They could not easily make a 
mistake. They must getafirm, unswerving 
Democrat and put the flag in his hand. 

At this point the galleries started the cry of 
**Hill’’ and there were mingled cheers for a 
minute. The convention quieted down pres 
ently. 

Continuing Senator Palmer said that as 
sureas the Republican party was triumphant 
there would be a force bill such ag the in- 
genuity of John Davenport and the devil

**What about silver?’’ said some one in the 


gallery, but Palmer ignored the question. 

Senator Palmer said he wanted to see Iili- 
nois this year afire with patriotism. Blow 
the trumpet and Illinois would rally to the 
banner. He e Illinois to elect its 
State ticket and its electoral ticket as well. 
**We do not expect to burn Chicago up,’’ 
said Mr. Palmer, ‘‘but we'll make it 
amazingly red.’’ 

TAMMANY’S ORATOR TALKS. 

As the applause which greeted the close of 
the veteran Palmer’s speech died away Mr. 
Chapman of Ohio moved that John R. Fel- 
lows of New York be invited to address the 
convention. This proposition was received 
with applause and ¥ome demonstration of 
dissent. 

The chair-declared the motion carried and 
appotnted Mr. Chapmana committee to es- 
cort Mr. Fellows to the chair. 

Mr, Chapman went around to Mr. Fellows’ 

lace and leaning over Gov. Flower and 

leut.-Gov. Sheehan talked earnestly with 
the distin shed Tammanyite. But Mr. Fel- 
lows shook his head. There were cries of 
**Fellows!’’ 

Finally Mr. Fellows, standing on his chair, 
from his place in the center of the hall and 
speaking with his characteristic clearness of 
tone, said: 

‘‘lamadelegate tothis convention and at 
the proper time when it shall be appropriate 
for delegates to express their opinions I may 
ask the opportunity to say something to the 
convention. am a Democrat, and as 

recognize that there are a great 
number of distinguished gentlemen 
on this floor whose names are well known to 
the Democracy not wearing the badge of a 
delegate, it would be mantfestlyjmproper for 
one occupying that position w to claim 
your attention.’’ 

Mr. Fellows then resumed his seat and was 
loudly cheered. 

The Chairman announced that the Commit- 
tee on Credentials was ready to report, and 
Mr. Lamb of Indiana took the platform and 
ina clear, loud yoice read the report. There 
was no objection to it and it was adopted. 

Sitting Delegate Barnard of the First Ohio 
District was seated. In Utah C. L. Hender- 
sonand John T. Cain were seated; in New 
Mexico and Arizona the claims of each to 
seat six delegates were conceded, and in 
Alabama the contestinxz delegation was given 
seatson the floor without votes, and Norris 
and David were seated from the_ District of 
Columbia, 

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
then reported Wm. L. Wilson of West Vir- 
ginia as permanent chairman, 8. P. Sheerin 
of Wisconsin for permanent secretary, anda 
list of assistants and vice-presidents and 
secretaries by States. 

On motion of Hon. Don Dickinson, a com- 
mittee of five was delegated (himself being 
hamed by the chairasthe head of the com- 
mittee) to notify the permanent officers of 
their election and escort them tothe plat- 
form. 

While the crowd waited the hall darkened 
by outer clouds and rain came dashing 
throughthe skylightsand the band played 
catchy music. 

CHAIRMAN WILSON’S SPEECH. 

At 12:25 p. m. Mr. Owens introduced Chatr- 
man Wiison as one of the bravest Democrats 
ofthe nation, Hon. W. L. Wilson of West 
Virginia. Mr. Wilson spoke thus: 


Gentlemen of the Convention: 


I thank you most heartily for this honor. I shal 
endeavor to meet the duties of the high position to 
which you have called me witn the spirit of fairness 
and equality that is Democracy. This convention 
bas a high and patriotic work to perform. We owe 
much to our party; we owe more to our country. 
The mission of the Democratic party is to fight for 
theunder dog. When that party is out of power we 
may be sure there isan under dog to fight for, and 
the under dog is the American people. When that 
party is out of power we may be sure thatsome party 
is incontrol of our government that represents a 
section and not the whole country; that stands fora 
class and not the whole people. 

Never was this truth brought home to us more de- 
fianthy than by the recent convention at Minneapo- 
lis. Weare not deceived asto the temper of the 

tepublican party. We arenot in doubt as toits 
purposes. Having taxed us for years without ex- 
cuse and without mercy, it now proposes to disarm 
us ofall powers of resistance. Republican success 
inthis campaign, whether we iook tothe party 
platform, the party: candidates, or the utterances of 
the party leaders, means that the people are to be 
stripped of their franchise through force bilis in 
order that they may be stripped of their substance 
through tariff biils. 

Free governmentis sel'-government. There is no 
self-government where the people do not control 
thelr own election and levy theirown taxes. When 
either of these rights are taken away or diminished 
a breach is made, not in the outer defenses, but in 
the citadel of our freedom. For years we have been 
struggling to recover the lost right 2ftaxing our- 
selves, and now we are threatened with the loss of 
the greater right of governing ourselves, The loss 
of the one follows in necessary succession the loss 
ofthe other. When you confer upon the govern- 
ment the power of dealiug out wealth you. unchain 
every evil that can prey "pon and eventually 
destroy free institutions—excessive taxa- 
tion, class taxation, billion dollar 
Congresses, a corrupt civil service, a debauched bal- 
lot-box and purchased elections. In every campaign 
the privilege of taxing the peonle will be bartered 
for contributions to corrupt them at the polls. After 
every victorya mew McKinley bill to repay these 
contributions, with usury, out of taxes wrung from 
the people. For every self-governing people there 
can be no more momentous question than the 
question of taxation. It is the question, as Mr. 
Burke truly said. around which alithe great battles 
of freedom have been fought. Itis the question out 
of which grow all the issues of government. Until 
we settie this question, wisely, permanently, justly, 
we build ali other reforms on a foundation of sand. 

We and the great party we represent are to-day for 
tariff reform because it is the only gateway to gen- 
vine Democratic government. The distinguished 
labor leader wh o presided over the Republican con- 
ventivun boasted that he does not know what tariff 
reform is. Who ever said that he did? Let us hope, 
with that charity thatendureth all things and be- 
lieveth all things, that he is fully as ignorant as he 
vaunts himselfto be. Unfortunately the people are 
not so ignorant of the meaning of protection—at least 
of the protection which is doled outto them in the 
billthat bears his name. They see the meaning 
writ large to-dayin a prostrated agriculture, in a 
shackled commerce, in stricken industries, in the 
compulsory idleness of labor, in law-made wealth, 
in the discontent of the workingman and the despair 
of the farmer. They know by hard experience that 
protection, asasystem oftaxastion,is but the old 
crafty scheme by which the rich compelthe poor 
to pay the expenses of the Government. 

Tariff reform means to reach just this system of 
taxation.and to purge away this system of tribute. It 
means that we have not reached the equality of true 
freedom so long as any citizen is forced by law to pa¥ 
tribute to any other citizen, and until our taxes are 
proportioned to the ability and duty of the tax-payer 
rather than to his ignorance, his weakness and his 
patience. 

Gov. McKinley further declared that the Demo- 
cratic party believes in taxing ourselves. I am 
afraid, gentiemen, we must admit this charge. What 
right or excuse have we for taxing anybody else? 
With a continent fora country, with freedom and 
intelligence as the instruments for its development, 
we stand disgraced in the eyes of mankind if we can 
notand if we do not support our own Government. 
We can throw that support on other people only by 
beggary or by force. If we use the one we area 
pauper nation; if weuse the other we are a pirate 
nation. 

Tne Democratic party does not intend that we 
should be either. No more does it intend that they 
shall falsely call it taxing other people to transfer 
the expenses of government from the possessions of 
those who own the property of the country to the 
bellies and backs of those who do the work of the 
country. It believes that frugality is the essential 
virtue of free government. It intends to limit taxa- 
tion to public needs and to levy taxes by the plain 
rule of justice and equality. 

But, gentlemen, we are confronted with a new cry 
in this campaign. The Republican party, says Gov. 
McKinley, now stands for protection and reciproc- 
ity. e was for protection alone when he framed 
his bilf in the House, orrather permitted its bene- 
ficiaries to frame it for him, and firmly resisted all 
efforts of the stateman from Maine to annex reciproc- 
ity to it. No wonder he favors the reciprocity 
added to his bill by the Senate. You may explore 
the pages of burles@ue literature for anythiag more 
su y ludicrous than the so-calied reciprocity 
of the McKinley bill. 

It is mot reciprocity atall. It is retaliation, and 
worst ofall, retaliation on ourown people. It pun- 


Simon fishing for whales In his mother’s rain- barrel 
in great triumph capturing an occasional wiggie- 
waggle is a true realistic picture of the reciprocity of 
the McKinley bill. 

Weare for the protection that protects, and for 
the reciprocity that reciprocates, We arein favor 
of protecting every an in the enjoyment of the fruit 
ofhis labor, to be diminished only by his proper 
contribution tothe support of the government, and 
we are for that reciprocity that throws no unneces- 
sary obstacle between the producer and the markets 
he is obliged to seek for his products. 

But, gentlemen, I must notkeep you from the work 
that is before you. Let us take up that work as 
brothers, as patriots, as Democrats. 

In so large a conyention asthis, larger in numbers 
than any previous gathering of our party, and repre- 
sentinga larger constituency, it would be strange, 
ominously strange, if there were not 
some differences of opinion on matters 
of policy and some differences of judgment 
or of preference as to the choice of candidates. It is 
the sign of free Democracy that it is many voiced 
and, within the lhmit of true freedom, tumultuous, 
It wears no collars; it serves No masters. We cannot 
shut our eyes to the fact that many who have here- 
tofore followed our flag With enthusiasm are to-day 
calling with excusable impatience for immediate re- 
lief frum the evils that encompass them. Whatever 
can be done to relieve the burdens, to restore, 
broaden and increase the prosperity of the people, 
afd every partofthem, within the limits and ac- 
cording to thé principles of free government, the 
Democratic party dares to promise thatit will with 
allits might. Whatevreris beyond this, whatever is 
incom patibie with free ecovermment an‘ our historic 
liberty, it dares not promise to any one. 

Inveterate evils ina body politic cannot be cured 
in a moment any more than inveterate diseases in the 
human system. Whoever professes the power to do 
so is himself deceived and a deceiver. Uur party is 
nota quack or a worker of miracies. Itis not forme, 
gentiomen, the impartial servant of you all, to at- 
temptto foreshadow what your choice wili be or 
ought to be in the selection of our candidates. You 
will make that selection ufder a deep sense of re- 
sponsibility to the people you represent and to your 
country. Une thing only I venture to say: Whoever 
may be your chosen leader in this campaign, no 
telegram will fiash across the sea from the 
castle of absentee tariff lords to congratulate him, 
but from the home of labor, from the fireside of the 
toiler, from the heart of all who tove justice and do 
equity, and who wish and intend that our matchless 
heritage of freedom should be the commonwealth of 
all our people, and the common opportanity of our 
youth, will come up prayers for bis success and re- 
cruits of the great Democratic hosts that shall strike 
down the beast of sectionalism and the Moloch of 
monopoly, and restore once again to our happy land 
‘*Government of the people,. by the peopleand for 
the people.’’ 

Before Mr. Wilson began his speech the 
storm had ceased and the hall had bright: 
ened, but as a provision against the coming 
ofanother storm cloud the electric Nghts 
were turned on. 

HOW THE SPEECH WAS RECEIVED. 

Evidently Mr. Wilson knew the temper and 
disposition of his audienae. . The Keynote of 
tariff reform which he struckin almost his 
first sentence was in harmony with their 
feelings, and they greeted everything that he 
said with the greatest enthusiasm. 

When Mr. Wilson said, ‘‘I must not Keep 
you from the worx,’’ there were cries of 
**Goon, goon.’”’ Mr. Wilson did go on, but 
not much further. When he concluded his 
speech the delegates, rising t»% their feet, 
waved their bats as they cheered again and 
again. 

Nartin L, Clardy of Missouri was recos- 
nized to present a resolution thanking the 
temporary Chairman. It was adopted.

To the surprise of the convention no minor- 
ity report was presented, and on motion the 
majority report presented by Mr. English 
was adopted without objection. 

the Chatrman asked if the Committee on 
Resolutions was ready to report. There was 
no reply and tn the interval that followed the 
band struck up a lively alr. 

PRESENTING THRE GAVEL. 

At the conclusion of this performance Mr. 
Pheips of Missour!l was recognized to present 
a zinc gavel. He said: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN—In behalfof the zinc producers 
and miners of Missouri lI present to you this gavel, 
not made of tin orstolen from a Nebraska homestead, 
but mined and made in Jasper County, Mo., and 
bearing the inscription ‘‘We Need No Protection,’’ 
as a protest against the mockery of legislation 
which imposes a useléss tariff of SO per cent upon 
the metal as a pretext for taxing the lamp, pick, 
shirt and bianket of the miner more than 40 per 
cent. 

The Missonri zinc fields, like the American wheat 
fields, are the most productive in the world. The 
same market which fixes the price of the farmer’s 
wheat, regulates the price of the miner's zinc, and 
he has long since learned what the farmer is rapidly 
learning, that the market in which he sells the pro- 
duction of his laBorisonein which he should pur- 
chase the implements of his avocation and the 
necessities of his household, and he is ready to do 
his part in giving the electoral vote of Missouri to 
the nominee of this convention by 40,000 majority.

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TAMMANY’S LAST MOVE. 


The Opposition to Cleveland Trying to 
Unite on a Candidate. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—Rarely ina Democratic 
convention of the past has ‘such an anoma- 
ous condition of affairs been witnessed as 
that which now confronts the Cleveland 
managers. Withthe nominationof the ex- 
President practically conceded by Brice, Wat- 
terson, and allthe other more conservative 
leaders of the opposition, the anti-Cleveland 


people are still continuing their fight against 
the popular leader with just as much energy 
and vigoras if they indulgedin the ford- 
hope of success. In the great 
Democratic councils of the past, whenever 
the nomination of a candidate became a fore- 
gone conclusion, the custom has been for all 
to fall gracefully into line and make the 
nomination by popular acclaim. But this 
year the minority is not showing the usual 
disposition to convert the convention intoa 
love feast. Indeed they are manifesting a 
stubborn jntention to remain on the outside 
and grow! defiantly at the victors on the in- 
side as they feast on the sweets of victory. 
And all this is to be done asa protest against 
the nomination of Grover Cleveland. It Is 
to be the means by which all those 
Democrats ofthe opinion that the nomina- 
tion of Cleveland is unwise, are to record 
their final warning against disaster tothe 
great Democratic party. After the conven- 
tion closes these protesting Democrats are to 
fallintoline and givethe ticket their loyal 
support, but In the event of defeatin No- 
vember they willbe ina position to point 
with some pride to their pretensions as polit- 
ical soothsayers. And so it is that while the 
Cleveland people are so confident of success 
on the firgt ballot as to beeven now singing 
the peans of victory, their opponents are ap- 
parently undismayed in their preparations 
tor a great final effortagainst the nomination 
of! the ex-President. 

While the Cleveland leaders are claiming 
all the way from 600 to 700 votes on the first 
ballot, and even the more sauguipe are pre- 
dicting the withdrawal of Boles anil the gen- 
eral disintegration of the position so that 
Cleveland may receive the entire vote of the 
convention with the exception of New York’s 
seventy-two, the opponents of the ex-Presi- 
dent have revived their courage and decided 
that if defeated they must be they will go 
down witn a vote so strong as to attract the 
attention ofthe country and the respect of 
the majority. 

FLOWER TO MISSOURI. 

The New York ant!-Cleveland menare mak- 
ing a significant move to-day. They are try- 
ing to shake the confidence of the Cleveland

moment. Gov. Roswell P, Flower ts leading 
this latest Tammany scheme,and is makinga 
round of the various state headquarters giv- 
ing some very plain talk.

Flower Jooked around an- 
grily. °*Missouri wants “*Cleveland,’’ he said 
bitterly; ‘‘but just understand one thing. 
You are nominating a man who its the chojce 
only of the bolters of the Democratic party in 
his own State.’’ 

‘‘That may be, Gov. Flower,’’ said Mis- 
sour! Delegate D. C, Allen of Liberty, ‘‘but 
Mr. Cleveland is not the choice of the Demo- 
cratic bolters of the United States, He isthe 
choice of the Democaatic party.’’ 

Gov. Flower sniffed scornfully atthis. ‘I 
want to make jJustone more atatement,’’ said 
he. ***The New York Democrats who 
oppose Cleveland are not going to 
knife him if he is nominated, 
We —. to support the Democratic ticket, 
but I can tell you we are very fearful of the 
result. We have no idea tnat Cleveland will 
carry New York. Now go ahead and nomi- 
nate him.’’ And with this discouraging 
farewell shot, Gov. Flower of 
New York left the Missourian 
headquarters and went to those of Arkansas, 
where the same speech was repeated.

Attempt to Free the Delegates by Anti- 
Cleveland Men. ; 

CHICAGO, June 22,—The policy of the anti- 
Cleveland leaders, itis announced, will bea 
policy of delay. They will fight everything 
in the convention to-day, it is said, with the 
idea of deferring the first ballot until to-mor- 
row when they hope to have their forces in 
better order. They succeeded last night In 
getting from the Sub-committee on Rules a 


report against the unit rule. The 
announcement of this fact created 
a sensation at a late hour 
last night when it came out. It filled the 
Cleveland men with supprise and appre- 
hension. They realized later though that the 
rules of the convention are made by a simple 
majority and not atwo-thirds ym pew. of the 
convention, and whether the full committee 
sustained the action of the sub-committee or 
not the report would be beatenin the con- 
vention. ut they realized also that the fight 
onthe unit rule might be made prolonged 
and bitter and not only would delay the bal- 
loting, but would concentrate theanti-Cleve- 
land forces soasto showthetr full strength 
on a poll of the convention. If this vote 
should show less than two-thirds of the con. 
vention for Cleveland, it would hea contra- 
diction of the claims of Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
Dickinson and would give to the opposition 
the confidence which it has lacked. 

Attorney General Hensel of Pennsylvania 
said after the meeting: ‘‘They caught us 
nappinginthe sub-committee and the mat- 
ter went practically by default. Most of 
those present were Hill men.’’ 

The Illinois delegation is by no means 
satisfied with the adoption of the unit rule, 
but an attempt by the New York mento 
break it by offering a combination of Slocum 
and Morrison has not met with sufficient 
favor to warrant the bellef that the action of 
the delegation will be rescinded before the 
first ballotistaken.

CuicaGco, Ill., June 22.—The Tammany Club 
of St. Louls is getting up a Dig kick against 
Gov. Francis and National Committeema 
Prather which will be well aired when 
club returns home. They eay 
that by a peculiar accident the 200 


convention tickets lost by Griff Prather were 
found by Gov. Francis and that they are now 
being used by the iatter to make friends 
among the Democrats of the State by dis- 
tribution among the Missouri hayseed visitors 
to the convention to the exciusion of the St. 

The indignant local Tammanyites 
claim that it is but a new style duplication of 
the trick Gov.

Democratic Leaders Enter the Convention 
Hall Unnoticed. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—The Democratic party 
takes its great men asa matter of course. 
This fact is strikingly illustrated by the 
scenes and incidents attending each day’s 
opening session of the present National con- 
vention. One by one the leaders of the 
party, statesmen or political chiefs of na- 
tional reputation, are allowed to enter the 
convention hall, appear in full 
view before the eyes of nearly 
20,000 Democrats, make their way down 


the aisles, and finally find their proper seats 
either with their State delegations oron the 
Speaker’s stand, without the faintest sign of 
appreciative recognition from audience or 
dele gates. It is curious that this should be 
so, because ordinarily the most significant 
events of the opening of a great party’s 
national conventions are the popular demon- 
strations extended tothe party leaders, who 
then, more thanat any other time,j{ appear 
most characteristically before the masses of 
the party. 


It may be that the apparently all-absorbing | 


personality of the Democratic party’s one 
supreme candidate for the Presidency has 
something todo with this dwarfing of all 
other Democratic leaders to a common level. 
For eight years now Grover Cleveland’s 
name has been the watchword and talisman 
of the party, and around the apparently in- 
vincible New Yorker have centered all the 
national interests of Democracy.

Whatever the cause of this unresponsive 
Silence that prevailsin the Wigwam here as 
the National Democratic lights’ shine in 
brilliant succession before the eyes of the 
spectators, itis an unfortunate thing for the 
great body of these spectators. It promises 
to send many thousands of Democrats back 
to thelr homesin profoundest ignorance as 
to whether or not they have actually seen 
the men in whose hands the destinies 
of the party are fplaced. When these lead- 
ers, in a space vast enough to seat 20,000 peo- 
ple, are allowed to reach their seats without 
receiving a demonstration from the State 
delegation that would at least provoke gen- 
eral recognition, the chances are that with 
that dramatic opportunity lost it will be next 
to impossible thereafter to single out the big 
chiets suo that their personal appearance may 
be fixed upon the lay memory asa part of the 
convention’s remembered history. 

it is doubly strange that this absence of 

opular recognition shoulda be so marked as 
tisin the Democratic National Convention 
of 1892. A Ditter fight against Cleveland, 
threatening at one time to develop intoa 
successful combination of disaffected States 
has just been terminated.

OWENS AND FASSETT. 


How the Two Compared As Temporary 
Presiding Officers. 

CuHIcaGo, Ill., June 22.—Temporary Chair- 
man J. Sloat Fassett of the Republican Na- 
tional Convention at Minneapolis began his 
speech to that convention with an almost 
school-boyish eulogium of the record of the 
Republican party, its history-making 
prestige, and its giory inthe past. He-con- 
tinued inthe same fashien by naming over 
all the great Republicans living and dead, 
closing with his catch-penny coupling of the 
names of Harrison and Blaine, slurred to- 
gether to prevent an embarrassing faux pas. 
Throughout the entire speech the refrain 
of Fassett was suggestive of the 
good old Sunday-school hymn chorus; ‘‘I’m 
Glad I’min This Army,’’ and it wasa seem- 
ing song of triumph, ignoring the possibility 
of danger to Kepublican success from any 
quarter. 

Temporary Chairman Wm. C. Owens of 
the Democratic National Convention, now in 
session here, began his speech yesterday 
with the following earnest sentences: ‘*‘Two 
great dangers menace the Democratic re S 
One is external, the other internal.’’ e 
then proceeded very frankly to point out the 
elements of weakness justifying his opening, 
and from thatto the necessary corrections 
to be made within the party. 

His entire speech was that of a brave youn 
soidier who recognizes the dangers ahead o 
him and his comrades and quietly proposes 
to encounter and overcome them, His speech 
was in strong contrast with the sophonoric 
fights of Fassett, who talked glibly of Re- 
publican unity with the air filled with Blaine 
and Harrison knives and tomahawks. Owens 
is a tall, dark-faced young fellow full of pur- 
pose and determination. He is nota polished 
Orator, but it is worthwhile listening 
to him carefully, because at the most 
unexpected moments he brings out sudden 
graphic phrases, any of which is likely to 
catch the popular fancy and become a cam- 
paigncry. His manner is crude but forcible 
and the general effect of his performance of 
the duties of the Temporary Chairmanship 
grew stronger and more favorabie as the 
opening session proceeded.

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JAPANESE COMING IN NUMBERS. 


Most of Them Want Education, but They 
Work for Less Than Chinese. 


From the San Francisco Examiner. 


‘*It is singular thatthe influx of Japanese 
has been passed Dy with so little notice,’’ 
said Collector of the Port Phelps to a re- 
porter. ‘*‘Formany years they have been 
coming in twos and singles, but lately there 
has not been a steamerthathas not had its 
quota of Japanese, The people should be 
warned in time, before the evil becomes so 
great thatits eradication may require the 
harsh measures that have been found neces- 
sary with the Chinese,.’’ 

The immediate occasion for Mr. Phelps’ re- 
marks was a Memorandum that he had just 
received from the Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, showing that for that part of April which 
had then elapsed there had been brought into 
San Francisco the nuinber of 341 Japanese, of 
whom 335 were males and six females. his 
number did not include those expected on the 
Belgic, which might raise the figures to over 
four hundred. On no previous occasion 
had the Oriental steamers brought over 
such ahorde of the Mikado’s subjects and 
never before hasthe question as to their de- 
sirability in the community been raised. Ac- 
cording to thefigures compiled at the office 
of the Japanese Consuwiate in this city there 
are at present onthiscoast 3,966 Japanese 
men and 200 women, making over 4,000 in all. 
But these figures, by the admission of the 
Consul’s clerk, are only approximately cor- 
rect and the evidences would tend to show 
that the actual number is much larger. 

The great majority ofthe males are young 
men and boys who have come tothis country 
to acquire an education. They adopt the man- 
ners ofthe whites and have shown no inclin- 
ation to herd by themselves. But, like all 
Uriental people, they will work for ridicu- 
lously small wages, and hundreds and even 
thousands have supplanted the servant girl 
and the serving maninthe homes and clubs 
of San Francisco. The ambitious labor

with wild goats, especially on the north side 
of the lake. 

‘*Allthe goats are very white,’’ he said, 
‘‘and it is only lately that they could be dis- 
tinguished. There has till now been a good 
‘56. : deal of snow, ana this made it comparativel 
32.657 | safe for these wild animals. However, all 
winter long expert slttiots have been picking 
them off. he greatest rendezvous is on the 
ridges of the mountains between the lake and 
Methow, west of the Columbia. There from 
100 to 200 can not infrequently be seen in a 
single band. Bordering the lake a dozen ata 
time can be seen all along there, and groups 
of four to ten are very common. 

‘*Lately they have been killed for their 
meat as well as for their skins. The meat of 
the male goat is tough and strong, but that 
of the kids and animals, say a year old, is 
sweet and nutritious,and altogether very 
pleasant. Aman has to be very hungry, 
though, who will eat the flesh ofthe ancient 
mountain climbers, of which there are many 
there. 

‘*They are as fleet as anything that can be 
imagined. I have lately been hunting on the 
Methow River. This is a rapid runnin 
stream, putting into the Columbia abou 
fifteen miles north of the mouth of the Chelan 
Kiver. The latter river is a short and very 
rapid torrent with many falls, coming from 
Lake Chelan. Almost anywhere between 
these wild goats may be found, but the coun- 
try iscut up witb terribly high mountains 
and deep gorges. There are also small lakes 
held in the fastnesses of these mountains, 
some of which have been discovered in the 
past year. 

‘*Myself and two companions left the Me- 
thow only eight days ago. We had been in 
there from Lake Chelan for three weeks, and 
in that time we killed 105 goats. Some of the 
time the sport was very exciting. We had to 
camp on the steppes, and once we got caught 
in a furious storm. It blew up very cold. 
We had only our Dianketsandatent. We 
found a patch of forest and there we pitched 
camp and remained for three days without

A Report Which Is Quite Significant Sub- 
mitted to the Board—Prof, Mugan E»- 
fuses to Discuss His Failure to Secure 
a Reappointment—Miss Ordes Re- 
duced—Number of Changes in .Pros- 
pect. 


There seems tobeastrong disposition on 
the part of the members of the Teachers 
Committee to shield the parties whom for 
Various reasons they have seen fit to drop 
from the rolls. They have endeavored to pre- 
serve the utmost secrecy regarding 
the proceedings of the three wmeet- 
ings at which the _ teachers’ pay- 
roll was scanned searchingly and 
quite a number thereon weighed in the bDal- 
ance and found wanting. There seems to be 
an understanding among the directors as 
strongasthough it were an oath-bound 
obligation not ;to make public the results 
of their sessions. But such things are 
too important to remain secret, the load of 
information for which the public is yearning 
is too great to carry, and with the 
assurance that their identity will 
not be revealed they unbur- 
den themselves and discuss the situation 
in so far as to absolutely confirm the state- 
ments that are being publishedin the Post- 
DISPATCH. On the authority of several prom- 
inent directors can be stated 
that Mr. has been dis - 
missed, that decapitation of 
Mr. Butler ts still in abeyance,that Mrs. Hen- 
rietta Ordes has been reduced on account of 
ill health and advancing age from principal 
to firstassistant, and Prof, Isaac Judson, 
who attracted so much public 
attention through the sulcide of his eccentric 
friend, Dr. Breedlove, will probably be asked 
to resign. 

That the committee has engaged in 
changes out of the ordinary, as an- 
nounced exclusively in these columns, no 
further proof is needed than the following 
extract from the report of the committee to 
the board. The language is guarded and 
significant and quite out of the usual form of 
the annual statement on the reappoint- 
ment ofteachers. The report reads:

robation, and such other teachers as it may 

e foun necessary to discharge on 
account of such measures of rotrenchmentas m 
be adopted bythe board, it being, however, pr 
vided that such reappointments be made in accord- 
ance withsec. 1, rule 133, and on condition that 
each sign an acceptance of pe as pro- 
vided for by a former action of the board (see official 
report, vol. 4., pages 173 and 174). 

The noticeable points in the document 
were that some teachers had declined reap- 
pointment, that others had been, and still 
more would be notified that their 
services were no longer desired. and that 
others again would be reduced in rank or re- 
appointed on probation. 

M’ ENTIRE MAINTAINS SECKECY. 

Mr. \'eEntire, the Chairman of the commit- 
tee, was interviewed this morning regarding 
the report. When asked if the committee 
would give out the names of those who 
had declined reappointment he replied in the 
negative and stated that the committee 
would not inform either the public or the 
board of what they had done in ex- 
ecutive session. ‘*The committee is 
through its work now and will 
not be in session again until tp ret when 
we will fili ail the vacancies that have been 
made. Nothing whatever will be done in the 
meantime except the holding of an examina- 
tion for principals on July 7, 8 and 9.’* Mr. 
McEntire could not repress a_ significant 
smile while imparting the last piece of in- 
formation. 

CHARGES AGAINST MUGAN. 

Despite Mr. Mugan’s statement that the 
fact of his removal ts all a report it Is vouched 
fpr positively by members of the Teachers 
Committee. The nature of the charges on 
which he was removed are, from hints 
thrown out by directors, of a very serious 
nature, but 1t would be unfairto Mr. eA ey 
to make public the, as yet, unsubstantiated 
stories that are foating about town concern- 
ing his removal. 

fhe fact that Mr. Judson’s resignation was 
requested was vouched for by very 
authority. A member of the committee when 
asked about it this morning seemed quite 
taken back and saidhe Knew nothing of ft. 
‘*l have not attended one ortwo meetings 
and did not hearthat discussed. Ifany such 
action is contemplated it. would be done by 
an individual member and notby the com- 
mittee.’’ 

MR. MUGAN SEEKING INFORMATION, 

The Teachers Committee will not have 
another meeting until Aug. 29 and at this 
session the final appointments, progotions 
and transfers will be made for the Ww ses- 
As was stated in yesterday’s Post-

will not be re-appointed. Committee mem- 
bers imparted this information cautiously 
with the distinct. understanding that their 
names should not be coupled with any dis- 
closures made by them. Itcanalso be said 
on the same authority that the Butler case Is 
not yet finally decided, 

While it was reported that the fight on 
Principal Mugan was caused by his connec- 
tion with a school book publishing concern, 
there is an undercurrent of talk as to other 
reasons and some of these are said to be of a

The application fora writ of mandamus, 
made by John ©. Atwood, Vice-President of 
Guernsey-Scudder Electric Light & Power 
Co., to compel Clifton R. Scudder, Secretary 
and Treasurer ofthe corporation, to allow 
him to examine the books and accounts of 
the company, was heard by Judge Dillon 
late yesterday afternoon and a per-emptory 
writ ordered to issue.

$8,000, whi has twice been increased, the 
cap! being now $75,000. Atwood holds 


two of the stock. Scudder alleged 
that thé two shares of stock held by Atwood 
belongto him (Scudder) and that Atwood 
only held them intrust. He claimed that the 
surplus earnings of the company went to in- 
crease the stock. Attorney Geo. W. Taussig 
represented Atwood.

The End of a Chicago Man’s Dream of 
Sub-Tropical Ease and Affluence. 
From the Chicago Daily Tribune. 

Last November a dissatisfied suburbanite, 
moved by the glowing descriptions he had 
read of life and its entrancing joys in the 
pineapple and cocoanut region of Lake 
Worth, on the eastern coast of Florida, sold 
out his business and moved South. 

He has just returned. When seena day or 
two ago he had not yet relieved himself of 
the dust and grime of travel, and there was 
something about him suggesting the idea 
that the walking between Florida and Chica- 
£0 must be extremely bad. He was asked to 
ufve some of his experiences and impressions 
of pineapple and cocoanut raising in South- 
eastern Fiorida, and he complied with the 
willingness of a man who has come up 
through great tribulation, but has cut his eye 
teeth. 

‘*‘I went down South in good style,’’ he 
said, ‘‘traveling on thecars until ot to 
Titusville, on the Indian River. Thenl took 
the steamer for Lake Worth. Stopped at the 
most stylish hotel when I] got there. Ever 
eat a meal at a South Florida hotel when the 
season was over? No? Shake! I want to 
congratulate you. Here is the bill of fare for 
the first meal I took, atthe best hotel, with 
planand specifications of the accompani- 
nents: 

**Dining-room, 49x60.

**Plate. 

‘*Another plate, containing three slices of 
stale bread, shipped from Jacksonvlile. 

**Homcopathic pat of butter.

‘*Can opened and contents of same trans-

**Oup of tea.’’ 

**Was that all?’’ inquired the listener. 

‘*That was all. No milk, no vegetables, 
no meat, no fresh fish, although 200 yards 
away there were countless numbers waiting 
to Be caught. The layout made me feel hbome- 
sick. 

‘*After the dinner I sallied out—I think 
that’s the customary word—I sallied out and 
began to make inquiries. I had gone down 
at that late season of the year in order to be 
on the ground in time to get everything 
ready for the next peer? fruitcrop. I had 
made up my mind Lwould buy a forty-acre 
patch, if it didn’t cost too much money. I 
stumbled against some interesting facts the 
firstthing. Here they are: 

**The people in this lov@iy, poetic cocoanut 
and pineapple region of Lake Worth lve 
mostly on canned goods. 

**There isn’t a horse, nor a cow, nora pig, 
nor even a ’possum aaywhere in sight of Lake 
Worth for miles around. 

‘*The region is simply a vast expanse of 
yellow sand. Nothing grows spontaneously 
except palmetto. 

‘*‘There are children half grown living 
ae who have never seen a cow or fresh 
milk. 

**In a few places there is hummock land,’ 
on which pineapples and cocoanuts will grow, 
if you encourage them. The encouraging is 
hard work andcosts money. To plant and 
bring one acre into good bearing condition 
requires about $7,500. Une planting every 
three years is all that is needed. At the end 
of that time the plants—I am speaking of 
pineapples—die and the ground must be re- 
planted. There are about 12,000 plants in an 
acre. They stand in the ground, close to- 
gether, the serrated edges of the stiff leaves 
interlocking, and in wading through them to 
gather the fruit the planter needs to wear on 
his legs something tough and strong, likea 
joint of stovepipe, if he is at all sensitive to 
cuts and scratches. The agonizing feature 
or the business, apart from this, is that the 
gathering must be done in June, July and 
August, when the weather is the hottest and 
the insect pests the thickest and hungriest.’’ 

**What is an acre worth per annum?’’ 

** About $2,000, if nothing turns up to de- 
stroy the crop. But during those hot months, 
when the fruitis ripening, everybody that 
can get away zoes North. Unless theluckiess 
man who can’t go North closes his doors and 
windows at night he is devoured by mosqul- 
toes, red-hot sandfiles and other insects 
equally venomous and hungry. Build a fire 
inthe open air, and the insects from the 
marshes along the ocean, which is not far 
away, will fly intoit in such myriads as to 
put it out.”’ ‘ 

‘*But are there no pineapples and cocoa- 
nuts raised there?’’ 

‘*There are. And avocado pears, sugar- 
apples and other fruit. But the men who 
raise them are wealthy Northerners whose 
fancy cottages, gorgeously fitted up and sur- 
rounded by graveled walks, are occupied by 
them only during winter. They hire all the 
work done on their fruit plantations. 

‘*Well, when I got all this information I 
lost all desire for that forty-acre farm. I 
hadn’t enough money to put one acre in con- 
dition for pein. y I went back to the hotel, 
got another meal of stale bread, ancient but- 
ter and canned salmon, paid 50 cents for it, 
and shook the sand of Lake Worth from my

THE CHILD CLAIMS HE FORCED HER TO 
SIN FOR MONEY.

Sam Lee and Jim Gay, Two Chinamen, 

* Oharged With Assaulting Her With 
‘Hier Father's Consent—-Came Near 
Being a Lynching— Her Statements 
Conflicting. 


The police are looking for William Thomas 
Roberts, a carpenter, charged by his daugh- 
ter Meta, a girl of twelve years, with having 
sold or hired her to a couple of Chinamen 
named Sam Lee and Jim Gay. Meta called at 
the Four Courts last night, saying she had 
been sent there by a woman on Ninth and 
Spruce streets, and the child related a most 
horrible story about her father’s treatment 
ofher. She said that he often wanted her to 
hold improper relations with men and give 


;' Fourteenth street, 
S| found about a dozen Chinamen playing fan 


; him the money she received from them. She 


refused to go, but 
about two months ago was induced 
to go to a Chinese laundry a few 
doors from where she lived on Fourteenth 
and Market streets to get her father’s wash- 
ingand ascertained when she got there why 
her father had sent her. He had told her to 
tell the Chinamen that she was the girl they 
wanted and that they would show her some- 
thing nice, and when she made known who 
she was, they took nerinto the back room, 
gave her $1.25 and assaulted her she stated. 
This was on Sunday morning the child said, 
and as soon as her step-mother returned 
from church, she claimed, she told her all 
about itandthat then her step-mother and 
father had a big rowand her father threat- 
ened to kill both ofthem ifthey told what 
had happened. A few days later she, Meta, 
returned for the clothes, she stated, and was 
subjected to exactly the same treatment she 
had been betore. About a week ago her 
stepmother took her baby, a child about a 
year old, the girl said, and went to her 
sister’s on Leffingwellavenue to live. She, 
Meta, didn’t want to live with her father any 
longer, she claimed, and as her aunt on 
Leffiingwell avenue couldn’t keep her, she 
had been sent to the Four Courts,

and Dotzman with the girl to No. 10 North

WANTED TO LYNCH THE CHINAMEN. 

While the detectives were in the laundry 
quite a crowd of people gathered in front of 
the bullding, and, learning that two of the 
Chinamen were charged with having com- 
mitted a criminal assault on the girl, 
they wanted to lynch all thé OChina- 
men, and after the patrol wagon 
left with the two ony er they followed it 
all the way to the Four Courts, some of them 
yelling, ‘‘Lynch the Chinamen,’’ ‘‘Let’s 
string ’em up,’’ etc., but they made no 
effort to carry their threats into execution. 
The two prisoners were jocked up, protesting 
their innocence, claiming that they had 
never seen the girl before to their knowledge. 

HER STATEMENTS UNRELIABLE. 

Meta was given into thechargeof Matron 
Harris and this morning a Post- DISPATCH re- 
porter had a talk with her and soon became 
convinced that her story was either false 
throughout or that she had done con- 
siderable lying in telling it. She contradicted 


a herself when questioned in regard to a num- 
| ber of her statements and showed that she 
| had very little regard for the truth. 


She 
seemed to be well acquinted with the Ohinese 
_laundry at No. 10 North Fourteenth street, 
but said she had never been in it in her life 
/ except on the two occasions when she al- 
|leges Sam Lee and Jim Gay assaulted her. 
| Her fatherhad his washing done there as 
|longwas they lived in that vicinity, several 
zrers, but he always took the clothes there 
| himselfexcept on these tgo occasions. To 
police bight said they 
last Hhved on Ninth near Market 
streets, but this morning it was on 
Ninth near Poplar streets. She couldn’t 
tell exactly where the house was or the name 
of the woman from whom they rented their 
furnished room. She said this morning that 
her etep mother left home the Sunday the 
alleged outrage occurred and that she left on 
account of the row with her father. He hit 
her in the back the girl said, and she was 
still laid up with the injuries. That was one 
story shetold, Another was that her step- 
mother did not leave home until last Satur- 
day, and stillanother was that her father 
and stepmother continued living together 
until day before yesterday. She said this 
morning that she told her stepmother of the 
assault made on her by the Chinamen as s00n 
as her mother returned home from church 
about noon that day, but her step-motbher, 
who was found last night at hersister’s, Mrs. 
Maud Forman’sat No. 414 Lefingwellavenue, 
denies this statement and says she was first 
informed of the matter yesterday. Meta told 
different stories as to the age of her step- 
mother’s baby, as to where and how long she 
had attended schvol, as to where she had 
lived at different times anda little question- 
ing, in fact, would shake any statement she 
had made. 
HER CHARGES AGAINST HER PATHER. 

She said her father was inthe habit of beat- 
ing her, andthat he often asked her to go 
with men and earn money for him in that 
way. She couldn’t remember much about 
her own mother, she sald, except that she 
was a bionde and dyed her hair. she left her

Doings of the Educators at oem Springs 
—Gossip. 

PERTLE SPRINGS, Mo., June 22,—The follow- 
ing is a brief synopsis of State Superintendent 
Wolfe’s address: .He named the following 
universally recognized principles as underly- 
ing the educational policy, as reported by the 


| committee: 1. Division of labor. 2. Co-opera- 


tion and articulation. 3%. Self interest. 4. 
Economy of energy, by making the Board of 
magye ny He also the Board of Examiners. 

‘*The fundamental principle of school-room 
work--the intellectuai contact of pupil with 
pupil and pupil with teacher—is carried by 
this policy into the county institutes, bring- 
ing teachers into intellectual contact with 
each other and with ithe instructors in 
charge, and into the State Training School, 
pringing the institute instructors into intel- 
lectual contact with each other and with the 
members of the State Training School Roard, 
This policy places behind county Certificates, 
not individuals, subject to maximum of lo- 
cal pressure, but competent boards, largely 
tree from loca! and political influence; asso- 
ciliates with the County Commissioners, in the 
capacity of boards of instructors and exam- 
iners, the ablest common school workers of 
the State. sing 

‘*The most potent and far-reaching princi 
ple brought into requisition by this poiicy is 
thecreation ofideaisto be carried out to 
all the institutes and to be handed down 
th rough the teachers to every school. 

‘*‘Under the oid. law the county commis- 
sioner had no opportunity to instruct the 
great body of incompetent teachers who pre- 
sented themselves for examination. Under 
this policy he is given the very best oppor- 
tunity under the most favorable conditions. 
If qualified, the oe gir policy makes the 
commissioner’s labors infinitely more pleas- 
ant and much more profitable. We will wait 
in vain for objections fromthe puplis. This 
policy will enlighten many achild mind and 
wwany a child heart.’ 

‘*The educational investment which this 
policy requires teachers to makeis put into 
Missouri's system of education, and nothing 
short of a miracle can take it oat till it has 
done its work in every institute, every 
school, and every homie; till it has, to the 
last cent’s worth, Drought commensurate 
results to the eople and reimbursed the 
teachers for their outlay.’’ 

**‘Thave no confidence in 
teachers that they can’t 
and they can’t afford that. 
teacher must afford to do and 
dare if he would be anytting but a hewer 
of wood and a drawer of water. Think ofan 
institute instructor advising his teachers, 
‘Dear teachers, my advice to you is to go 
ancy My second advice to you is to go slow- 

"and, of teachers advising pupiis, ‘You 
can ‘t afford to put much work, time, or 
money tn what you do;’ and the fathers ad- 
vising their children, ‘Children, dear chil- 
dren, the world does not appreciate deep 
plowing, clean fence rows and improved 
stock. Give your land a lick anda promise 
with a jumping cutter, and let your un- 
grubbed fence rows standasa memorial. The 
idjeal Log is the wind-spiitter; the idea; 
cow is the crumpley horn. Shun the berk- 
shire and the short-hurn; they cost too much 
and area deldsion and a snare.’ *’ 

‘*as certainly asthe needie seeks the pole 
will every legitimate investment oy the peo- 
ple return to them in better instruction for 
their children. During the centuries past 
each forward march and each hew 
investment has inspired the people 
with fear and. trembling. ‘Where the 
vanguard camps to-day, the rear guard rests 
to-morrow. pay more to ride upon the 
trainthan upon the stage coach, but I get 
turther.’ ’’ 

Closing, the speakersaid: ‘‘Here, in grand 
old Missour!, midway between the Pacific and 
the Atlantic, if our educators are true to 
themselves, may there not rise from the sac- 
rifice of their years of wah&tching, waiting, 
seeking and working, an educational temple 
spendid beyond the mostextravagant vision? 
Shall it rise? Shallit rise? God grant us the 
wisdom, the integrity, the courage, the sink- 
inx of self, that it may rise.’

FOREIGN NEWS, 


Gladstone’s Last Effort To Recocile The 
Irish Factions. 


Lonpon, June 23.—The conference between 
Mr. Giadstone and the McCarthyite leaders 
yesterday almost solely concerned the pro- 
posals of Mr. Gladstone to extend 
guarantees to the minorities under 
the proposed new Home Rule Bill. 
At the opening of the conference Mr. 
Giadstone asked what prospects there were 
for a reunion of the Irish Parliamentary 
party. He wastoldthat the prospects were 
remote. Though he said that renewe 4 efforts 
have been made to re-establish union, he 
expressed no great concern as tothe result 
should that end be not attained, He Is hope~ 
ful of such a solid majority at the approach- 
ing general elections that he believes that 
the return ofa few so-called independents 
will not affect the issues. ‘* 

The statement that Mr. Timothy Healy was 
present at the conference was erroneous. A 
long conversation was held of the new min- 
ority guarantees. Mr. Gladstone said he de- 
sired to secure the opinions of the leaders of: 


‘the anti-Parnellites on the question, as he 


designed to dilate upon them in his mani- 
festo to the electors, with a view to counter 
acting the effects of the Ulster agitation. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy subsequently convened 
a private meeting of his colleagues to discuss 
Mr. Gladstone’s proposals, and communi- 
cated the proposals to Mr. Bishop Walsh. It 
is likely that the proposals will be approved 
all around. 

With regard to a reunion commission 
which is coming here from the United States, 
Mr. Jobn Dillon says he fears it will be too 
late for its work to be effective here, as it 
will arrive on the eve of the polling and after 
the final preparations for the contests are 
completed. The anti-Parnellites, he de- 
clared, will be ready, however, tO the last 
moment to attempt to effecta reconciliation 
or to'favorably “consider such attempts 
should they be made by Parnelilites. 


AFFAIRS IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

VALPARAISO, June 22,.—Nofthing has been 
definitely presented at Santiago by Minister 
Egan inthe Baltimore claims, although ia 
an interview with Minister Errazeriz Mr. 
Egan said that he hoped the matter would 
be settled at an early date. Consul McOreary 
announces his intention of leaving Chili July 
13. The Valparaiso papers say that*the honor 
of the United States is involved if we do not 
clear up the assertions and charges made. 
against our Consul and Minister before the 
entire world. 

Uruguay has signed a treaty of commerce 
and negotiation with Germany. 

The financial crash at Montevideo has pre- 
vented the Bank Hipotico from paying its 
coupons. Extensive defalcations, extending 
over a number of years, have been un- 
earthed. 

Advices from Caracasca, Venezuela, dated 
June 16, state that Director Palacio had not 
yet succeeded in escaping from the Capitol, 
although he has been exiled. He tried, but 
failed to reach the seaboard and was still in 
hiding. Where it was not known, although 
it was pretty certain that he was not in any 
legations. Congress had denounced bim and 
his partisans were unable to succor him. It 
was expected that he would be killed if 
caught. ‘
